

County backtrack 
on parking meters 


PLANS to introduce parking meters in 
Lyme Regis have been thrown into 
doubt, as county councillors have now 
agreed to review the scheme across 
Dorset. 

Dorset County Council previously proposed 
to eradicate free town centre parking and install 
meters in Broad Street, Pound Street and out¬ 
side the library in Silver Street. 

However, the county’s Environment 
Overview Committee has now voted unani¬ 
mously to put the brakes on the controversial 
plans while their impact across the county is 
looked at again. 

The cross-party panel listened to concerns 
raised in Lyme Regis, Bridport and Blandford

and heard academic research which contradicts 
the county’s claims that on-street parking 
boosts trade on the high street. 

The committee also heard from district coun¬ 
cillor for Langton Matravers, Mike Lovell, 
who said the scheme had been “disastrous for 
Swanage”. 

The parameters of the review will be decided 
at the next Planning Policy Panel on October 
16th. 

The decision to review the parking meter pro¬ 
posals comes after widespread objec¬ 
tion from local residents and traders. 
A petition against the plans, organ¬ 


ised by the new Lyme Regis Business Group, 
now has over 1,000 signatures. 

Speaking on the proposals, group chairman 
Tony Colston said: “It seems very odd that 
Dorset County Council should be considering 
this as it flies in the face of the government’s 
own recommendations about providing free 
parking in the centre of towns to encourage 
shoppers, and this is even more relevant in 
small towns like Lyme Regis, Blandford and 
Bridport. 

“I also believe that all three councils are fully 
behind the ‘No’ campaign. Indeed, I hear that 
Dorchester and Swanage are starting a cam¬ 
paign to have the meters removed in their 
towns because they have been so unpopular.” 

Town councillors discussed the proposed 
parking meters at a special meeting last week.

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Lyme Regis man helps 
prevent accident on A35 


A LYME Regis man helped prevent a potentially tragic 
crash on the A35 after he spotted an elderly woman’s 
car rolling backwards on a hill. 

Chris Aylott, a mains layer for Wessex Water’s con¬ 
struction firm WECs, was travelling home last Tuesday 
afternoon when he spotted the car on the A35 near Win¬ 
terbourne Abbas. 

The rolling car, a silver Vauxhall, was on the slip road 
heading towards Muckleford, with smoke coming from 
its engine. 

Mr Aylott pulled over to stop the car from rolling back 
onto the main road. 

He said: “I was just concerned for the safety of the 
other vehicles on the road. If the car had rolled into the 
main road it could have been catastrophic.” 

Mr Aylott parked his van at the bottom of the slip road 
and put his hazard lights on to warn other drivers. 


He added: “I would rather it had hit my van than 
rolled into oncoming traffic. 

“I didn’t think it was a particularly brave thing to do, 
I just did what anyone else would have done in that sit¬ 
uation.” 

The elderly lady, who had managed to get out of the 
vehicle and was standing on the side of the road, told 
Mr Aylott that her handbrake was not working. 

He said: “There was clearly something wrong with 
the engine, but she was on her own and didn’t know 
what to do.” 

He managed to hold the car still until he was helped 
by another driver to push the car up to the top of hill. 

Mr Aylott added: “I was concerned for everyone’s 
safety. The A35 is a bit of an accident blackspot, but I 
am just glad the lady was alright and had managed to 
get out of her car.”

Parking meters a 
waste of money, 
says town council

before news that Dorset County Council would be review¬ 
ing their proposals. 

Town councilors unanimously agreed to reject the pro¬ 
posal, saying they were mindful of the negative feedback 
from residents and local traders and did not think any fur¬ 
ther public money should be “wasted” in pursuing the pro¬ 
posal. 

Councillors agreed that the cost of £40,000 for parking 
meters in Lyme Regis, Dorchester and Swanage was an in¬ 
appropriate amount of money, which would be better spent 
on local bus services currently under threat, including the 
Sidmouth Road park and ride bus, which they believed was 
of more benefit to the town than parking meters. 

Councillors also agreed that the county council had not 
built up a sufficient enough case to warrant the installation 
of parking meters and did not think it would improve park¬ 
ing problems or increase visitor turnover in the town cen¬ 
tre. 


Beach hut booking 

LYME Regis Town Council is bracing itself for a busy Sat¬ 
urday morning when local residents will get priority 
beach hut booking for the first time. 

The council has given precedence to Lyme Regis council 
tax payers and will open its office for a special booking 
morning on Saturday, October 5th from 9am to 12noon, 
when 13 rented huts will be available for residents only. 

Residents must remember to bring a valid council tax 
bill for their Lyme Regis property and payment must be 
made on booking. 


Existing licensees will keep 
chalets saved from landslip 


MONMOUTH Beach chalets that will be moved forward 
to protect them from landslips, if planning permission is 
received, will not be given to those who have lost chalets 
in the past. 

Instead, the chalets will remain with the current li¬ 
censees despite arguments that, when moved forward, 
they will create a “new site” and therefore should be given 
to those on a waiting list who have lost chalets to landslips 
since 2008. 

Lyme Regis Town Council is currently waiting for plan¬ 
ning permission to move the Monmouth Beach chalets ap¬ 
proximately 15 metres forward to protect them from 
further landslips at the site. The proposal is part of an ap¬ 
plication for the continued use of Monmouth Beach as a 
chalet and caravan site, which the council had to apply for 
after the previous permission expired in July. However, 
recent landslides have complicated the application.

create “new sites” and some former chalet owners argued 
that they should therefore be allocated the chalets.

Baptist Church marks 360 years of worship 


LYME Regis Baptist Church is holding special events to 
mark 360 years of worship this weekend. 

The church is one of the earliest non-conformist 
churches in England. As a result of religious persecution, 
the original congregation were forced to travel to worship 
at the Loughwood Meeting House near Kilmington. Even¬ 
tually, greater religious freedom enabled them to worship 
together in Lyme Regis itself where, in the mid 18th cen¬ 
tury, the present chapel was built. 

For 360 years the congregation has sought to faithfully 
announce the gospel of Jesus Christ in the town. This 
weekend's celebrations (October 5th and 6th) will seek to 
reflect upon the continuity between past, present and fu¬ 
ture. 

Members of the congregation will reenact the walk 


from Loughwood Meeting House in Kilmington to Lyme 
Regis on Saturday morning. This will start with a short 
service of dedication at Loughwood Meeting House fol¬ 
lowed by the walk, with some dressed in clothes of the 
period, using the paths used by the worshippers of the 
1650s. 

At 2.30pm a thanksgiving service will be held at Lyme 
Regis Baptist Church where the speaker will be the Rev¬ 
erend David Evans, chaplain of Plymouth University, fol¬ 
lowed by light refreshments. 

On Sunday, October 6th a family service will be held at 
10.30am followed by a baptism in the River Lim, at Wind¬ 
sor Terrace, starting at 2pm.

Town Mill looking for feedback 


THETown Mill in Lyme Regis is asking local residents 
how they would like to see the mill complex develop 
over the coming years. 

Town Mill trustee, Philip George, said there was a 
"good buzz"around the mill complex, with a variety 
of shops and facilities, but they were keen to build 
on this for future years. 

He explained: "The Town Mill is a key part of Lyme 
Regis, both for residents and holiday-makers. To¬ 
gether with the working water mill itself, we have a 
mix of shops, such as the cheesemonger and the 
pottery, and spaces focusing on arts and crafts, such 
as the Malthouse and the Lower Gallery. 

"We've tried hard to get this mix right, and we feel 
there has been a good buzz around the mill this 
summer, with the cafe and brewery working well to¬ 
gether. 


"We're also making changes. Many readers may 
have seen our new signs around the town, which 
have received positive feedback. We're also plan¬ 
ning a new visitors'centre, which will replace the mill 
shop. 

"However, now is a good time to take stock and to 
think about the next few years. We would like to 
know what Lyme Regis residents would like the mill 
to provide and what changes they would like to see. 

"We've already had some suggestions, such as im¬ 
proving access to the upper floors and running a 
craft market at weekends. We'll spend the next cou¬ 
ple of weeks canvassing opinions, and then try to 
build the leading ideas into our plans."

ArtsFest'scaled new heights' 


ORGANISERS of the eleventh Lyme Regis ArtsFest 
have said the event “scaled new heights” this year. 

The annual event, which came to a close on Sunday, 
surpassed itself in terms of “originality of thought and 
scope, the talent on show and the level of engagement be¬ 
tween artists and public”. 

It is thought much of this was down to the thought-pro¬ 
voking “re:collection” exhibition, the result of a year-long 
collaboration between ArtsFest and Lyme Regis Museum, 
in which artists took inspiration from museum artefacts 
to create varied new collections of work. 

The work on show at the Town Mill Malthouse varied 
from a replica kitchen and life-sized drawings to moving 
textiles about abandoned children and dramatised read¬ 
ings from the Regency poem “The Lymiad”. 

A replica bathing machine and collection of unique deck 
chairs were also displayed on the seafront, proving to be 
a popular attraction, while Gail Sagman’s “The Great and 
the Small” exhibition at the Jam Factory in Uplyme, in¬ 
spired by her travels to Nepal, became the talking point 
of the festival. 

The group exhibition in the Baptist Church Hall was 
also deemed by many to have been the highest quality of 
work ever on display there. The festival also included a 
packed programme of workshops, demonstrations and 
open studios, finishing with an art and craft market on the 
seafront over the weekend. 

While final figures are still being collated, visitor num¬ 
bers of 2,900 have smashed previous records and sales 
figures seem to be the second best in the festival’s 11-year 
history.

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Lyme Matters

I RECENTLY wrote about how 
Lyme had, yet again this summer, 
punched above its weight as a re¬ 
sort where there was a virtual non¬ 
stop programme of festivals and 
events during the busiest weeks of 
the season, attracting tens of thou¬ 
sands to our town. 

As a write this column, Lyme Regis 
ArtsFest has drawn to another suc¬ 
cessful conclusion, having grown in 
stature and reputation as it moves 
into its second decade. 

The general opinion of those closely 
involved on the organisation of Arts¬ 
Fest is that this year’s programme 
“scaled new heights” with the vari¬ 
ous events and activities attracting 


record numbers. 

Following my comments about Lyme 
“punching above its weight” I’m 
aware of a debate among many in the 
town about extending the town’s festi¬ 
val programme against the need to 
allow for those who want to enjoy 


“quiet Lyme”. I was made acutely 
aware that not everyone comes to 
Lyme, even during the peak weeks, 
for wall-to-wall racaus entertainment. 

I compered one of the town’s more 
crazy events - Lyme Lympics - held 
late in August, which provides great 


fun for all ages on the Cobb beach. 

Afterwards, someone commented 
that they thought my commentary, 
compared with the previous year, 
was a little “lack lustre” and I had to 
agree. What they didn’t know was 
that for quite a while during that af¬ 
ternoon I had an obnoxious character 
virtually affixed to my elbow repeat¬ 
edly telling me to “shut up”, explain¬ 
ing that they had come to Lyme to 
enjoy its peaceful location and didn’t 
want to hear me rabbiting on all af¬ 
ternoon. I suspect many have felt that 
way over the years! 

So I decided to tone it down a to¬ 
wards the end of the afternoon. Was 
this the correct action to take, or as 
everyone seemed to be having such a 
good time, should I have told this 
chap to take a running jump into the 
harbour? 

Those who enjoy Lyme’s natural 
beauty usually visit the town in early 
or late season, but there will be those 
coming to Lyme during the height of 
the season who are looking for a 
peaceful holiday. 

As in most things, it’s a matter of 
balance. I have always been an advo¬ 
cate of there being a week’s break be¬ 
tween the town’s two biggest events - 
Lifeboat Week and the Regatta & Car¬ 
nival - and this has usually been the 
case, the current past season being 
an exception. 

I attended a committee meeting of 
the recently formed Lyme Regis Busi¬ 
ness Group on Monday and was 
amazed at how much progress has 
been made since the organisation 
was formed just a few weeks ago. 


Traders and local business owners 
are being invited to another meeting 
this evening (Wednesday) when details 
of the many new ideas to boost the 
town’s economy will be revealed and 
discussed. 

Recognising that the peak weeks are 
already busy enough, a number of 
ideas for other specialist weekends in 
the shoulder months (early and late 
summer) are being investigated. 

Lyme is very fortunate in having 
groups of people who worked tremen¬ 
dously hard during the summer 
months to ensure that holidaymakers 
enjoy their stay. 

And we should not forget that we lo¬ 
cals have a good time as well. 

■ WHEN Lyme councillors decided to 
pay themselves expenses, the argu¬ 
ment was put forward that it would en¬ 
courage more young parents, including 
single parents, to offer themselves up 
for election as the money would help 
towards childminding costs. 

To date, there has been no evidence 
of this but with the town possibly 
going to the polls on November 14th 
perhaps this will change. 

Just for the record, the councillors 
who decided to take their allowance 
last year, published on the town coun¬ 
cil's website, were: Councillors Lucy 
Campbell, Mark Gage, Lorna Jenkin 
Terry O'Grady, George Symonds and 
Anita Williams. 

Councillor Symonds donated his to 
the jubilee celebrations fund. 


Boyhood recollections from China Town 


■ ON page 18 of this week's View from Lyme Regis we pub¬ 
lish the first in a four-part series on what life was like grow¬ 
ing up on the Colway Mead estate just after the years of the 
Second World War. 

Colway Mead was also known as China Town and when the 
houses were build in the pre-war years they were the first so¬ 
cial housing to be provided in Dorset. 

The series has been written by Lyme-born Les Loveridge, who 
lived in South Avenue with mum and dad, Stella and Jack 
Loveridge, Jack having just returned from war service with the 
Royal Navy. 

His recollections will touch a cord for many local people. 
Those were the days when you knew everyone who lived in 
your road, your back door was always unlocked and you all 
looked out for one another. 

I lived for most of my formative years in Anning Road and, 
thanks to Maggie Thatcher, bought my mum's old home where 
the Evans family still reside (well, two of us at least!). 


I, too, can remember everyone who lived in our road, but I'm a 
little ashamed to say that I don't know them all today. 

Some time ago, when I couldn't think of much to write about 
in this column and I thought I should give the councillors a 
break, I waxed lyrically about the camaraderie that existed in 
Anning Road, especially on a Sunday morning when all our fa¬ 
thers toiled away growing vegetables and rearing chickens to 
supplement the kitchen table to the strains of "Two Way Family 
Favourites". One of my more critical readers thought I had lost 
the plot completely; others said I had made them cry. That's 
nostalgia for you. 

When Les tentatively asked if I would publish his boyhood 
recollections, I immediately said "yes" after a quick flip through 
his neatly typed pages. Because there before me was part of 
my childhood memories as well - names to conjure with - 
"Tisser George" the most memorable of them all. 

As Les says, they were indeed our "halcyon days".

HOW DOES A MOOD BOARD WORK? 

A moodboard is a representation of all 
that you want to use for your colour 
scheme. Interior designers create them 
when they're planning new looks, and 
it's a method that will help you, too. By 
combining your proposed paint colour, 
samples of wallpapers, fabrics and floor¬ 
ing, and pictures of furniture and acces¬ 
sories, you can see the elements of your 
room in one place, try out alternatives, 
and check your favourites all work to¬ 
gether perfectly. 

HOWTO MAKE A MOOD BOARD 

To create your moodboard, you'll need 
to start with a plain piece of board - A3 
is perfect, and bigger if you prefer. Then 
collect examples of everything you 
might want to use in the room. Buy 
tester pots for paints, and get samples 
of wallpaper, fabrics and carpet or other 
flooring from suppliers. When it comes 
to furniture and accessories, cut out pic¬ 
tures from magazines and catalogues. 
You might want to take your own pho¬ 
tos, too, of items you see and like, as 
well as of the parts of your existing 
room that you're keep. 


Helpful little tips! 

KEEP NOTES AS YOU SHOP: It's a good idea to 
make a note on the back of the paint color cards, 
telling yourself the name of the store where you 
picked it up, and the paint brand whenever this 
information isn't printed there already. Since 
most home centers and hardware stores carry 
more than one brand of paint, you may discover 
the perfect color, and then find you can't remem¬ 
ber where you got the sample! Then you'll have 
to start over. Ugh! 

SHED A LITTLE LIGHT: The best way to get a 
true view of a paint color is to look at it in many 
lights. Take the paint chip outside to see it 
in natural light. Look at in under an incan¬ 
descent and fluorescent light. Best yet, take 
the paint chip, fabrics, and accessories to 
the room in which they'll live. Check out the 
colors there. 

LOOK UPTO THE CEILING: Light colors are 
usualy most pleasing for a ceiling, because 
ceilings are seen in shadow. If you'd like the 
ceiling to match the wall color, buy ceiling 
paint one or two shades lighter than the 
wall color (on its color chip). Or, dilute your 
wall color with white paint in a ratio of 25% 
color to 75% white. 

PICKING A SOFA: A sofa is one of the most 
important furniture purchases for your 


home, so before you buy a sofa make sure you 
are getting one that fits your needs. 

A sofa that is perfect for your living room could 
be a terrible idea for your family room. First fig¬ 
ure out how you want to use your sofa and who 
will be using it. Determine whether your sofa is 
a good fit for your space, and since there are 
sofas to fit any style of room, look for one that 
satisfies your own personal sense of style. The 
fabric you select for your sofa contributes im¬ 
mensely to its usability and beauty. 

Just as when you buy any furniture, you should 
be confident that you are buying the best quality 
sofa for your budget, and that it offers you the 
comfort you need from it.

C OL WAY Mead - that bastion of 
the Lyme Regis working class 
during the mid and late 1940s, 
also known as “China Town” due to 
many of the married women living 
there who worked at the laundry in 
Mill Green, or another theory, be¬ 
cause collectively the house roofs 
looked oriental. Unfortunately, there 
is no-one left alive who can substanti¬ 
ate its true origin. 

On reflection, because of its almost 
isolated location, with Anning Road, 
Queen’s Walk and King’s Way - the 
new estate - having not yet been built, 
the Mead could have been described 
as an almost idyllic outpost, due to its 
well kept gardens, flowers in the 
front, vegetables in the back,

grassy pavements, always regularly 
tended to by the old borough council 
employees, along with their other 
tasks of looking after the cemetery 
and River Lim from Horn Bridge 
down to the beach. 

It was also a safe haven for its resi¬ 
dents, due, I suppose, to all of them 
being non-materialistic, acquiring 
possessions not being considered im¬ 
portant, when compared to the safe 
return of husbands and fathers from 
the war, having enough to eat and 
gaining employment. 

Employment wasn’t easy to obtain 
and very little, if any, monetary assis¬ 
tance was available. However, we 
had won the war, the “lucky” men 
were returning home and the mood 
was always one of good neighbourli¬ 
ness and optimism. 

Because of this background I can re¬ 
call many characters who helped to 
mould the kids of the Mead, myself in¬ 
cluded, into what most of us became. 
And because I am now a grumpy old 
man, I would like to share my memo¬ 
ries whilst walking around Colway 
Mead during that “oh so wonderful!” 
early period of my life. 

I lived at number 2 South Avenue, 
along with my mum Stella and dad 
Jack “Beetroot” after his return from 


the Royal Navy. Next Door at number 
3 were our good friends Ernest “Rat” 
and Gladys Curtis. I called her Curt 
because I couldn’t say Gladys. She 
was always saving me from a “clip 
around the ear” from my mother for 
something I had or hadn’t done. 
Ernest, prior to the war, worked on 
the horse bus that used to run from 
the Royal Lion in Lyme to Bridport, 
his main task braking the bus down 
the steep Charmouth and Chideock 
hills so as not to allow the horses to 
run wild. 

At number 5 lived Mr and Mrs Rat- 
tenbury and their sons, Roy and Gra¬ 
ham. Mrs Rattenbury always stood at 
her gate and invariably asked if I was 
alright when I passed on my way to 
school. 

Deep water 

Number 6 was “Goosey” Gollop, our 
town crier, whose teenage son Mau¬ 
rice - we called him Mo - had a little 
pet terrier called Trixie. For fun - his, 
not the dog’s - Mo would stand on 
Horn Bridge and drop Trixie into the 
deep water of the river below, a drop 
of some 10 to 15 feet, after which he 
would laugh and Trixie would swim 
to the river bank, go back to Mo, and 
let him do it all over again, much to 
the Colway Kids’ enjoyment. 

At Number 7 was “Timmer” 
Loveridge who had a small stone cas¬ 
tle in his front garden and always 
kept his garden in pristine condition. 

At Number 8 was Mr Toomer who 
worked for the council, I think, clean¬ 
ing the drains being one of his tasks. 
At the junction of South Avenue and 
Colway Lane, there is/was a manhole 


which covered a very deep drain and 
he always told me if I wasn’t a good 
boy and did what my mum told me he 
would put me down the drain and put 
the cover on. I can’t remember the 
number of times I told my mum to 
tell him I was a good boy and every 
time we met him in the street I went 
rigid in anticipation, such was my 
childhood imagination. 

At Number 9 Mrs Rowe had a pet 
tortoise called Toby. Toby had a 
habit of straying into the road. If I 
saw it in the road and took it back to 
Mrs Rowe, she would always give me 
a penny. I must confess, on some oc- 
cassions, I picked him up from her 
garden and took him back. After all 
these years... the truth! 

Number 12 was the home of Mrs 
Tuck and son George who both went 
to live in Australia after the war. 

In number 13 lived Mr and Mrs Sam 
Curtis and Sam’s brother “Tisser” 
George who would ask anyone he 
saw if they had a “natch” to light his 
pipe, which he constantly had in his 


mouth. Folklore has it that George, 
who kept a rowing boat on the back 
beach to collect his lobster pots, rowed 
by a swimmer one summer and asked 
him “got a natch mister?”. 

On the end of South Avenue lived Mr 
and Mrs Long with boys Sid and Bert. 
Bert Long, aptly named due to him 
being at least 6’ 10”, had an allotment 
at the back of the Lower North Avenue 
houses, now a car park between North 
Avenue and the bottom of Queen’s 
Walk. Anyway, he grew so many deli¬ 
cious vegetables and fruit that we kids 
had never seen before, we were spoilt 
for choice. And do you know what? We 
never heard him complain about our 
helping ourselves. 

He probably knew we were helping 
ourselves and grew enough for us all, 
such was the comradeship and attitude 
during those halcyon years.

Burma comes to Lyme Regis 



NORTHERN International Theatre 
brings a compelling performance 
to Lyme's Marine Theatre on Fri¬ 
day, October 18th. 

The Burma Play, a comedy of 
terror'is a humorous, politically- 
sharp two-hander with original 
live music.

Lecture at Dorset County Museum 

Alfred Russel Wallace and Natural Selection by Dr Peter Raby 


ALFRED Russel Wallace was one of the late nine¬ 
teenth century's most outstanding scientific 
thinkers. He is probably best known as the co-dis- 
coverer (with Charles Darwin) of the principle of nat¬ 
ural selection but he also made significant 
contributions in many other fields and founded the 
discipline of biogeography. Followers of Wallace still 
regard him as the pre-eminent field biologist, collec¬ 
tor and naturalist of tropical regions - he collected 
over 125,000 natural history specimens in SE Asia 
alone. 

However, his work in 
many areas is not well 
known even today and 
his significant achieve¬ 
ments remain poorly 
recognised. In his talk, 

Dr Peter Raby of Home- 
rton College, Cam¬ 
bridge, who wrote a 
biography of Wallace in 
2001, will seek to re¬ 
dress the balance. He 
will describe how Wal¬ 
lace wrote to Charles 
Darwin excitedly outlin¬ 
ing his new theory of 
natural selection, throw¬ 
ing Darwin into a panic. 

Just two weeks later 
Darwin's outline and 
Wallace's paper were 
jointly presented in Lon¬ 
don. The following year 
Darwin, using much of 
the material from Wal¬ 
lace's meticulous re¬ 
search, published On 
the Origin of Species to 
wide acclaim. Wallace, 
meanwhile, was still on 
the other side of the 
world - his crucial contri¬ 
bution to the work 
largely overlooked. 

Dr Raby'stalk, The Man 


who Selected Darwin, complements the Museum's 
current exhibition Alfred Russel Wallace: A Cente¬ 
nary Celebration which provides a rare opportunity 
to see its entire collection of brightly coloured bird 
skins from Wallace's Malay Archipelago trip in 1854- 
1855. Dr Raby has also written widely on drama and 
the theatre and is the editor of the Cambridge Com¬ 
panions to Oscar Wilde and Harold Pinter. 

The lecture takes place at 7.30pm on Wednesday, 
October 23rd. Entry is free and the doors are open 
from 7pm.

CHAUFFEUR company Tristar Worldwide 
has taken delivery of three Volvo V60 plug¬ 
in hybrids to trial as part of the Energy Sav¬ 
ing Trust's Plugged-ln Fleet Initiative (PIFI). 

The vehicles will be with Tristar for six to 
eight months covering over 20,000 miles 
each.

ducing 48g/km of C02 on the combined 
cycle. 

Funded by the Department for Transport 
and Transport for London, PIFI aims to 
demonstrate where plug-in vehicles can 
work practically to fulfil and maximise busi¬ 
ness needs, show where the vehicles work 
economically and provide vital insights into 
the fleet plug in vehicle market. 

Chosen as part of 20 participating fleets in 
the initiative including Network Rail and the 
Environment Agency, Tristar's trial is aimed 
at helping explore if the currently used 
Volvo diesels could be replaced with Plug¬ 
in Hybrids. 

Throughout the course of the trial Tristar 


will monitor running costs, mileage data 
and overall driver and customer feedback 
before compiling a final PIFI report at the 
trial's conclusion.

Mitsubishi Motors 40 years in 
Europe: The reference market 


THIS month will mark the start of a milestone year for 
Mitsubishi Motors Corporation (MMC) as it is about to 
celebrate forty years of non-stop presence in the most 
strategic European market, from its first official display 
at the London Motor Show in October 1974 to the 
launch of the pioneering Outlander PHEV from late 
2013 onwards. 

Mitsubishi Goes International 

Even though small numbers of Mitsubishi vehicles 
were already present in a few selected European 
countries, namely Spain (1956) and Greece (1962), 
Mitsubishi's own corporate export move to Europe 
came as a result of a unique agreement in February 
1970 between Mitsubishi Heavy Industries Co. (MHI) 
and Chrysler Corporation whereby MHI would 1) spin 
off its already existing auto division and 2) join forces 
with Chrysler to create "Mitsubishi Motors Corpora¬ 
tion" (MMC). 

In May 1971, a further deal between Mitsubishi Mo¬ 
tors Corporation and Chrysler International S.A. in¬ 
cluded the distribution of Mitsubishi vehicles through 
the global Chrysler International dealer network, ex¬ 
cept for Japan, the United States and Canada. 

In a separate move, MMC became a joint company, 
shared by MHI (85%) and Chrysler Corporation (15%) 
from September 1971. 

1974 London Motor Show 

However, restricted by the terms of this agreement, 


Mitsubishi Motors sales remained very limited in Eu¬ 
rope (4,861 units in total between 1971 and 1975) at 
a time sales of other Japanese brands soared, increas¬ 
ing from 16,458 units in 1965 to 126,275 units in 1970, 
to reach 528,486 units in 1975. 

Eventually, in 1974, MMC and Chrysler International 
reached an agreement allowing MMC to develop its 
own sales & marketing activities in Europe. 

From thereon, distribution rights were granted to in¬ 
dependent companies, first in Belgium & Luxemburg 
(August 1974), followed within a few weeks by the 
Netherlands and then the United Kingdom, the coun¬ 
try where Mitsubishi Motors is officially launched in 
Europe at the London Motor Show in October. 

Lancer and Galant are both introduced at that mile¬ 
stone motor show and then made available to the Eu¬ 
ropean public from 1975 in those three countries, 
after similar successful unveilings at the Brussels 
Motor Show and the Amsterdam Motor Show (Au- 
toRAI). 

The rest of Europe will follow in due course, whether 
open to Japanese imports (e.g. Germany in 1977) or 
restricted by quotas (e.g. France in 1978). In the 
meantime, the agreement with Chrysler International 
had reached an end in August 1982, whilst MMC had 
already established a first liaison office in Rotterdam 
in 1977, the forerunner of today's Mitsubishi Motors 
Europe B.V. still based in the Netherlands.
